‘FAILURE REPORT 


DISEASES MAY 
RESULT ARREST 


Contemplating legal action 
under the Public Health Act 
against persons failing to report 
communicable diseases to the city 
health department, Dr. R, B. Jen- 
kins, medical health officer, re- 
vealed Tuesday there had been 
serious lapres in this connection 
which were poiential factors in 
the spread of disease. 

The act provides a maximum 
fine of $50 or an alternative of three 
months in jail for persons found 


| guilty of failing to report cases of 


communicable diseases or failing to 
observe quarantine regulations 
“There have been several in- 
stances where children have been 
suffering from maladies of one 
kind or another and parents have 
neglected to advise us of the fact,” 

Dr. Jenkins said, “There have 
also been casts where parents 
have allowed their children to 
mix with others, resulting in 
opreading of the disease.” 

The health official declared that 
such neglect and wanton careless- 
ness was particularly dangerous to 
health in whooping cough 
cases. “Many people are not aware 
of the seriousness of this parlicular 
disease,” he stated. “As a matter of 
fact, we classify it as being as dang- 
as scarlet fever and diph- 
jtheria combined.” 

Quoting mortality figures in this 
connection, Dr. Jenkins reported 


| that in the period from 1930 to 1934 


six deaths from whooping cough 
had occurred in the city as compare 
ed to three deaths from diphtheria 
and four from scarlet fever for the 
same period. Whooping cough, he 
said, was especially serious where 
patients were under three years of 
age,
